Banks. Very Moonlight: The Evening was 
juſt cloſing.

I endeavoured to get awa 
from them, but Caldclough followed me, with his 
drawn Sword, and cut my Hat off my Head, 
which he himſelf took up directly.

for three or four Days; he believed we might find
